"My father had finished supper and

Brother' Upstairs. 


"My'older brother, Alexander McDon- 


ald, 
who Is employed at the Burnham- 


Standeford 
Company's planing mill, at 


Second and Washington streets, had gone 
upstairs to his r'oom to paint, as he 
usually does in th* evening!, u he Is ot 
an artistic temperament. 


"My other brother, Jame». 13 years of 


age, had gone out of the house after 
supper to play with his chum, Charlet 
Schenck, In the playhouse next door in 
the backyard of the Schenck home. 


"Elizabeth, my 
little 
ll-raontha-old 


baby sitter, was asleep In her bed up- 
stairs in the front room. 
25 Windows Broken. 


"When the explosion occurred w* all 


thought it wa» another earthquake. The 
house swayed and shook violently 
Th» 


force of the explosion broke twenty-five 
windows In our house and everything 
seemed to fall from 
the 
closets and 


shelves. 


"My brother George ran upstairs for 


the baby and we waited for him to corne 
down before leaving the kitchen. Tien 
we all ran out In front. 


"The explosion at the Gallagher home 


had been so terrific that it smashed our 
front door to pieces, broke the lock off in 
the jam and threw the door open. 


"When I got outside it was :ust getting 


dark. 
I should say that It was UgM 


dusk. I am positive that the aic light 
on the corner near our house had not 
been lighted yet. 


Smelled Like Powder. 


"But there was light enough for me to 


see a dense cloud of heavy smoke. 1 
can say without hesitation that I thought 
this smoke was dark yellow. But, as I 
have never smelled powder smoke I can- 
not say that I thought this was powder 
smoke. My brother George sajs that he 
knows It smelled like powder smoke from 
very strong powder to him. 


"A big crowd gathered on the scene 


and some man laid to me: 'That smells 
like gasolina smoke. It must have been 
an oil explosion if some kind ' But that 
man didn't know any more' about it than 
did I, I believe. I think tbftt he was Just 
gl-vlng his opinion on the explosion ex- 
citedly, just like everybody else who was 
there at the time. 
; 


"My brother says that at tne Instant of 


the explosion a great light flashed through 
the window of his room, which la next 
to the Gallagher house, ana that it lit 
up the room like lightning and that It 
appeared and disappeared with the rapid- 
ity of lightning. 
Home Is Wrecked. 


"The explosion ha* practically wrecked 


our borne, too. Part of the wall of our 
house, facing next to the Gallagher place, 
was torn out and th* plaster fell off the 
ceilings and walls of the other ruonu to 
the house. 


"No one In our famitv was Irjured by 


the SHOCK of the explosion, except my 
brother Q«ors«, who w»i dowiuuin at 
the tine. It knocked him ctMr Off his 
(Mt and h« feQ on hU back !*• a kg."

rences in the annals of local police 
history, were slightly injured. 


Fortunately There 
Were No Fatalities 


In. addition to Gallagher and 


his wife there were in the'resi^ 
dence at the time of the explosion 
Mr. and Mrs. W. H. H. Schenck, 
brother-in-law and sister of Mrs. 
Gallagher", their four children— 
Harrison, Charles, George and 
Anita Schenck—and Dr. Guy 
Brown, a friend of the two 
families. Despite the fact that the 
explosion, which occurred at 7:30 
o'clock in the evening, was of suf- 
ficient force to completely wreck 
the front of the house, shatter the 
stairways in the building and 
bring the walls and ceilings down 
in a cloud of blinding dust and 
plaster, no fatalities resulted. 


Mrs. 
Gallagher Thrown 


To Floor and Stunned 


- Mrs. Gallagher was thrown to 
the floor and stunned; Mr. 
Schenck was slightly cut about 
the face with flying glass and his 
wife was rendered partially un- 
conscious as she was hurled to the 
floor. Within a few minutes a 
large squad of police and detec- 
tives, headed by Captain of De- 
tectives Petersen, was on hand. 
Pandemonium reigned supreme. 
Not a clue was found to attach 
even a suspicion to the guilty 
party or parties and all are at sea 
as to the real purpose and intent 
of the perpetrators of the deed. 


As far as could be determined by 


the police after a careful 
investiga- 


tion, the explosive—either 
dynamite 


or nltro-glycerine—had been 
placed 


and discharged in the ground floor 
entrance of the house between the storm 
and main door of the place. 
To the 


fact that heavy beams above and to 
the sides' of' the entrance offered great 
resistance to the force of th« explosion 
is due the fact that the" strengrth of 
the explosive tended downward, thus 
saving the hoAe from utter destruc- 
tlon and the occupants from instant 
death. A ragged pit was torn under 
the front, porch of the house, 
the 
floors settled, the ,-walls leaned dan- 
gerously inward and the wreck of the 
front portion of the place was so com- 
plete that not a vestige of fuse or ex- 
plosive could be found. 
Schenck Family Had 
Just Eaten Their Dinner 


The Schenck family had Just com- 
pleted the evening meal In the dining- 
room on the main floor when the ex-

The Wrecking of Gallagher's Home. 


The dynamite explosion at the home of James L. Gallagher was 


a dastardly outrage which should be execrated by all decent-minded 
folk. No effort should be spared to hunt down and punish the 
perpetrators of the deed, whether the explosion was a bona fide 
attempt to murder the occupants of the house or was intended to 
serve some other purpose. 


But above and beyond the punishment of the prepetrators of 


the crime Is the, grave importance of ascertaining why Gallagher's 
house was dynamited and the motive that prompted the deed. To 
this end the investigation should be thorough and impartial. Vastly 
more important than Gallagher's life would be a full disclosure of 
all the facts and circumstances of this affair and the identity of all 
those concerned in it. 


As low as Gallagher is in the scale of manhood, his life is as 


precious before the law as that of any other person. And if the 
wrecking of his house really was an attempt to take his life, it also 
involved the wanton murder of innocent women and children. Tftis 
theory would reduce the explosion to an act of hideous atrocity, 
and remove the perpetrators beyond the pale of human sympathy. 


Because of the peculiar prominence of Gallagher as a witness in 


the socalled graft prosecution, the explosion will be instinctively 
associated in the public mind with the cases now on trial in San 
Francisco. 
But if the public did not instinctively associate one 


with the other, Mr. Heney and the other agents of Rudolph Spreck- 
els would point the inference with the artful suggestion that Gal- 
lagher's house was blown up at the instigation of the socalled higher- 
ups with intent to destroy all its inmates. Indeed, Mr. Heney is al- 
readv pointing an accusing finger that way, while the Call, the 
personal organ of Mr. Spreckels, broadly presents that conclusion 
in its account of the explosion. This inevitably brings under review 
the numerous fake diversions arranged by William J. Burns during 
previous trials, and which Heney treats as bona fide attempts on 
the part of the defense to destroy evidence and kidnap witnesses. 


Hence it is apparent to every thoughtful mind that the explosion 


could have no other effect than to create a popular prejudice against 
the defendants in the graft cases. Any shrewd intelligence might 
have known that in advance, and hitherto the defense has not been 
suspected of a lack of shrewdness. 


However, all speculation must give way to the imperative duty 


of getting at the bottom of this mysterious crime and ascertaining 
who and what are behind it. The authorities should get at the 
bottom facts if possible and bring into the light all concerned, that 
the guilty may be punished and the innocent vindicated. No senti- 
mentality should be permitted to interfere with this duty, and con- 
clusions obvious to the dullest understanding should not stay a rigid 
-nd -mpartial investigation. 
Let truth and justice prevail at all 


hazards 


I'.ut truth and justice cannot prevail if this outrage is merely 


employed in a sensational way to aid the prosecution in the graft 
cases without energetic and intelligent effort being made to ferret 
out the authors of the explosion and the motives that prompted the 
crime. The police should go to the bedrock.

HEART IN DEATH 


Member of Morgan's Riders Is 


Found Dead in His 


Room. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—With the 


sword he carried when a member of 
Morgan's Raiders during the Civil war 
clasped to his heart. Colonel "William 
S. S. Warwick was found dead In his 
bed on the top floor of a house in the 
Bronx yesterday. When his old col- 
ored servant, who answers only to the 
name of "Mammy," carried his break- 
fast to his rooms he found Colonel 
Warwick dead. The coroner decided 
that death was due to Infirmities of 
old age. 


Colonel Warwick came of a famous 


old Southern family and was born In 
Virginia eighty-nvs years ago. 
He 
was bred in wealth and luxury and at 
the opening of the war joined Mor- 
gan's Cavalry and throughout the war 
fought under the flag of the Confed- 
eracy. Twenty years ago he came to 
New York and began to practice law. 
He had a large income and his chief 
employment was the entertaining In 
lavish style of Southerners who came 
to New York. Two years ago he be- 
came involved In a disastrous financial 
transaction and lost his entire fortune. 
Since then he has lived In humble 
lodgings in the Bronx, attended only 
by the old colored servant he brought 
from the South with him in the days 
of his prosperity.

Is said to have been related to many 
well-known people in the South, in- 
cluding Senator Daniel of Virginia.
